Pacific railway was to” éonstruct it 
through the zreat Wheat Belt from 
Winnipeg to B@monton and on to the 
Pacifie coast by way of-the Jaeper 
Pass. Surveys were made over | this 
route and a telegraph line built to 
Edmonton in 1879. But when. ihe 
present Canadian Pacific rditway com- 
pany took over the uncompleted 
scheme and pushed iit through, ibey 
decided on a charge of route to secure 
the shortest possible line from oceaa 
to ocean. This carried the westeri 
part of the 'ine through the southera 
grazing region instead of through the 
northern Wheat Be't. and left the 
who'e Saskatchewan valley paraiiel to 
but 203: mi'es distant from. a railway 
tine. Of course sccrious sgricultural 
deve'opment was impossible under 
those circumstances. In 1891, however, 
a branch line, the Calgary and Edmon- 
ton was completed to Edmonton. Al- 
though progress was slow at ‘first yet 
once the railway was consiructed the 
natural advantages of the district be- 
came known and development advanc- 
ed with ever increasing rapidity. What 
was at first only a twice a week ser- 
vice by a mixed train from 
Calgary has now become a daily 
express serive with daily freighis 
as well. The distance from 
Edmonton -by this» branch to the 


main line at Calwary is 200 miles. The |. - 


distance west to Vancouver irom, ea- 
monton by way of Calgary is estimat- 
ed at 809 miles, and -fastward to 
Winnip.g, at 1054 mi}gS ‘The time for

Dr. Low of Regina, ‘had 
previous}7 pronounced the case small 
pox and had recommended complete 
isolation. Other Regina doctors had 
made light of the case and endeavored 
to bush the matter ap The quaran- 
tine rules had not been observed and 
a party had been heid at the house 
whore the disease was said to exist.

AGKICULTURAL COLLEGE FOR 
THE NOKTH-WEST TERRITORIES 


Communicaied, 

The difficulties that beset new set- 
tlere in the Northwest Territories in 
the matter of adapting tlcir ways to 
jocal agriculturah gonditions  wi!l 
shortly be overcome by the. establish- 
ment, at Regina, through privaic in- 
tervention, of an’ egricultura} col- 
fege and experiment station. ‘the 
necessary funds have been provided to 
insure the work for a couple of years, 
and an .efficient staffis being engag- 
ed ic cover .a series ¥ %& three mopihs’ 
courses in the seven miain branches of 
praciical agriculture, under the man- 
aging directorship of W. H. Coard, LL.
